One hundred years ago, the date of April 14th, 1866, there was 
horn in Feeding Hills a girl by name of Anne Sullivan. Anne's 
father worked on both the Smith and Taylor farms, the latter lo¬ 
cated on South Westfield Street area. It is reported that part of 
the barn on the Taylor farm is now a part of the buildings used by 
a local industry of the area. A map of the Feeding Hills area dated 
1870 shows the J. Sullivan house on the West side of West Street, 
going toward Provin Mountain. Anne Sullivan, when a younger girl 
demonstrated a certain rebelliousness of spirit, which was attributed 
to her poor eyesight and the harsh conditions of her home. 

This girl, native of Feeding Hills, later was to reach wide fame 
as the Instructor and Teacher of Helen Keller. Anne grew into a 
young woman of deep compassion for those deaf and blind and for 
50 years she dedicated her life to helping them. Today, those af¬ 
flicted, the world over sing of her praises, for Anne Sullivan learned 
the skill of teaching the mute to speak by a process of coordinating 
the muscles of the throat and it was by this method that the inter¬ 
nationally famous Helen Keller was able to communicate her thoughts 
to others. Methods involved in the teaching of the blind to read and 
the deaf to speak initiated by Anne Sullivan are still in use today. 

This Sunday at the National Cathedral in our nations capital, 
the Bishop, Dean and Cathedral Chapter will sponsor a Special Serv¬ 
ice to honor the memory of Anne Sullivan pioneer of teaching the 
blind. Because Anne demonstrated so ably how* much can be done 
when the heart is willing to help deaf-blind persons to live full lives, 
there will be a nation 
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A red sticker printed in black will be placed on windshields of 
vehicles which meet the inspection requirements. An oval • white 
sticker with a red band across the middle will be placed on wind¬ 
shields of vehicles which are rejected, and will not be removed until 
the repair work required to pass inspection has been satisfactorily 
completed. All other stickers should be removed from the windshield. 

In addition to automobiles, trucks, trailers, motorcycles, motor¬ 
bikes and school buses must be inspected. 

Equipment which will be checked includes: brakes, headlights, 
taillights, stop lights, marker lights on commercial vehicles, muffler 
and exhaust systems, steering gear, suspension system, windshield 
and windshield wipers, rear window, number plates, tires, and ex¬ 
ternal sheet metal. Trucks will also be checked for reflectors, chock 
blocks, and splash guards. Trailers will have safety chains and 
lights inspected. Motorcycle and motorscooter inspection will in¬ 
clude brakes, lights, and exhaust system. 


The 
Internationally famous Perkins School for the Blind in Watertown, 
Mass, and the Industrial Home for the Blind in Brooklyn, N. Y., are 
the chief supporters of this celebration. 

Anne Sullivan, left a legacy which inspires and challenges those 
who follow her. By bringing Helen Keller out of her prison of des- 
paii and frustration, Anne accomplished what has been called a 
miracle. If she had done no more she would have 'earned a foot¬ 
note in history-. Her example has challenged others to push into 
unknown areas and reach through blindness and deafness to under¬ 
standing and communication. Helen Keller said that whatever suc- 
cess in life she may have achieved belonged to her ‘teacher' Anne 
Sullivan. Anne was 21 when she began her work with the deaf and 
blind and with her warm compassion and gifted talent she gave new 
hope to those to whom the world was unbright and void. Anne had 
a willingness to experiment and she read everything in the subject 
of her field, which she could find. 

The community of Feeding Hills does well to honor the memory 
of Anne Sullivan, helper of the unfortunate. The Board of Select¬ 
men of the town of Agawam have appointed a committee of three 
to look into the erection of a suitable memorial to this girl who gave 
so much of herself to others. .

Whether or not the veterans 
has an income will not affect his 
monthly payment from VA. 

The maximum period allowed 
will be 36 months (equivalent to 
four regular nine-month school 
years) hut veterans who have 
previously received educational 
assistance under a VA educa¬ 
tional program will have to de¬ 
duct that amount of training 
from their present eligibility. 

There are no retroactive pay¬ 
ments. Veterans who would have 
been eligible under the new Of 
Bill but who have already taken 
courses at their own expense 
may not collect now for the time 
they were in school since the new 
program does not start until 
June 1, 1966. However, they have 
the right to pursue further edu¬ 
cation along the line of their vo¬ 
cational or professional goals. 

There is no deadline fixed as 
to the date a veteran must start 
his education. Completion or ter¬ 
mination dates for each veteran 
will be the eighth annual anni¬ 
versary of their last discharge 
from active duty. However, to 
protect those veterans who may 
have left the service several 
years ago, all eligible veterans 
will be able to participate in the 
program until May 31, 1974. 

By mid-April, the VA of ice 
at 1 Beacon St., Boston, will have 
application blanks and informa¬ 
tion folders for all interested 
veterans. These will also be avail¬ 
able at most educational institu¬ 
tions.

Less than three weeks remains I 
for World War II and Korean j 
Conflict veterans with service- 
connected disabilities to renew' 
lapsed GI insurance policies, the 
Veterans Administration said to¬ 
day. 

The law w'hich allows these 
veterans to replace all or part 
of the GI insurance which had 
lapsed or which they failed to 
purchase during active wartime 
duty will expire at midnight, 
May 2, 1966. 

The application, together with 
payment for the first month's 
premium must be received by 
the VA by May 2, or must bear 
a postmark before midnight, 
May 2, to be acceptable. 

Even though the veteran's 
service-connected disability has 
been rated at zero percent and 
carries no monthly compensation 
payment, he may still be eligible 
for one of the new GI insurance 
policies, the VA said. 

There are several choices of 
insurance plans: ordinary life, 
20-payment life, 20-year endow¬ 
ment and modified life. 

Eligible veterans may apply 
for full $10,000 coverage or for 
any part of that figure to bring 
their total GI insurance up to 
$10,000. Or they may take out 
as little as $1000 if-they wish. 

Premium rates and full infor¬ 
mation may be obtained at the 
VA offices in Massachusetts, 


There are 113,000 post-Korean 
Conflict veterans in Massachu¬ 
setts and 14,200 are expected to 
take advantage of the educa¬ 
tional provisions of the new GI 
Bill (Public Law 89-358) in its! 
first year, the Veterans Admin- \ 
istration revealed today. 

The program will not begin, 
until June 1, 1966, and applica-, 
tion blanks and information will 
be ready at the VA office and 
at most colleges and educational 
centers in Massachusetts by mid- 
April. 

In general, the educational pro¬ 
gram will be open to all veterans 
with more than 180 days active 
duty service any part of which 
occurred on or after Feb. 1, 1955. 
The veteran must have a dis¬ 
charge that is other than dis¬ 
honorable or must have been dis¬ 
charged or released for a service- 
connected disability. 

Veterans will be eligible for 
one month of education for each 
month or fraction of a month 
that they were on active duty. 

(Servicemen with at least two 
years of duty may participate in 
the educational program even 
though they remain in the serv¬ 
ice, Their assistance payments 
will cover the institutional 
charges for tuition and fees or 
$100 per month for full-time 
courses, whichever is the lesser.) 

Courses may be taken at ap¬ 
proved colleges and universities, 
vocational schools, correspondence 
schools and at high school level. 

Approval of the educational 
institution will be made wher¬ 
ever possible by the Masachusetts 
approving agencies. 

The VA will pay $100 a month 
to those veterans with no de¬ 
pendents who take full-time 
courses. Veterans with one de¬ 
pendent will receive $125 a month 
while those with more than one 
dependent will receive $150 a 
month. 

Proportionate rates will, be 
paid for those taking part time 
courses. **

To Obey Traffic Laws

LEGION AUXILIARY UNIT NEWS

A bicycle is a vehicle, and must 
obey traffic laws, cyclists were 
reminded today by the Auto Club 
of Springfield. 

R. A. Compton, assistant man¬ 
ager of the local AAA Club, ad¬ 
vised young cyclists to ride with 
the traffic flow, obey traffic con¬ 
trol devices and signal all turns. 

The AAA safety official noted 
that more than 30,000 persons 
are injured annually in bicycle 
mishaps ort the nation’s high¬ 
ways, with most of them between 
the ages of five and 14. “Bicycle 
riders should make ‘one on a 
bike’ their watchword for cycl¬ 
ing,” Mrs. Compton added. 

Twelve Massachusetts bicycle 
riders were kliled and more than 
2100 injured during 1965, he 
said in a plea to cyclists to learn 
and obey the rules of the road 
to reduce accidents. 

The award-winning AAA 
school traffic safety poster for 
April reminds bicycle riders they 
are drivers, and must observe the 
rules for traffic safety. It was 
drawn by Kateri Mary Dufault, 
13, a student at Sacred Heart 
School, Flint, Mich., and is in 
use this month in elementary and 
junior high school in Massachu¬ 
setts as part of the AAA’s reg¬ 
ular 'monthly safety education 
program. 


On the basis of total assets 
on Dec. 31, 1965, West Spring- 
field Co-operative Bank ranked 
23rd among the 162 co-operative 
banks in the state, according to 
figures provided by the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Co-operative Bank 
League.

886,000. 

Growth in savings deposits for 
1965 showed an increase of $110,- 
231,000, or 7.55 per cent over the 
previous year. The state’s co¬ 
operative banks are serving a 
record 800,000 depositors. 

Mr. Harvey, a past president 
of the Massachusetts Co-opera¬ 
tive Bank League, said total 
home mortgages of the state’s 
co-operative banks at the end of 
1965 amounted to $1,508,608,000, 
a gain of $106,535,000 or 7.60 
per cent over the previous year.
